Independent claims 1, 12, 17, 24, 27 and 30 among other things teach: a running 
application table indicating instrumented applications on a host system with an instrumentation 
catalog storing schema information for complex return type of the class of threads, class 
identifiers that uniquely represents the class of threads, as a URI that uses a single character 
placeholder in place of a name of a specific thread of class to retrieve schema information for the 
class of threads without retrieving instrumentation information for specific instances of the class 
of threads; with an instrumentation module to convert class identifiers and use the running 
application table to retrieve instrumentation information consistent with the schema for the 
specific instance of the class of threads and the retrieve instrumentation information to a log file. 

The invention requires a non-obvious combination of references. 

The prior art does not teach the cited limitation.
